After over 12 hours of presentations and 
debate, Halifax regional council decided 
to support the development of a new con¬ 
vention centre, pending negotiations 
with other levels of government. 

At the end of the night, council went in 
camera to hammer out their counter-pro¬ 
posal to the province. They supported the 
project in a 22-2 vote, and worked out 
their conditions for the province. They 
won’t publicly release them until the ne¬ 
gotiations are over. Then, after a deal is 
worked out, the municipality will publish 
all the information on its website. 

The province wants to be the sole nego¬ 
tiator with developer Rank Inc. for the 
$159-million proposed convention centre, 
and asked the city to give it a property tax 
exemption. 

“The evidence presented shows the 
business case is there for government to 
support a replacement for the existing 
World Trade and Convention Centre,”

Another 
inmate 
freed by 
mistake 

The Justice Department is 
dealing with another 
inmate being mistakenly 
released from prison. 

Vernon Martell, 41, was 
still at large last evening af¬ 
ter being mistakenly 
released from custody on 
Friday. He was serving 84 
days in jail at the Central 
Nova Correctional Facility 
in Burnside for theft under 
$5,000 after breaching the 
conditions of his sentence. 

But the Justice 
Department said last night 
in a release “clerical errors 
within the court adminis¬ 
tration process” resulted in 
him being set free. 

“It’s an error that is con¬ 
cerning to the 
department,” said 
spokesman Bruce Nunn. 
“(This is the) second 
mistake release of this type 
this year and that’s too 
many.” 

Nunn said they realized 
the inmate was missing 
Monday afternoon and Hal¬ 
ifax Regional Police were 
contacted. 

Police spokeswoman 
Theresa Rath said they 
spoke with the wanted 
man by phone on Monday 
evening and he committed 
to turning himself into po¬ 
lice yesterday, but it didn’t 
happen. 

“We are now in the 
process of checking known 
addresses or places he may 
frequent,” Rath said last

There’s little doubt 
racism was behind a 
young man’s decision to 
burn a cross in front of 
the home of an interracial 
couple, a Nova Scotia 
judge declared yesterday 
as he convicted Nathan 
Rehberg of publicly incit¬ 
ing hatred. 

The guilty verdict, 
handed down in Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s Supreme Court in 
Kentville, marked the sec¬ 
ond time in less than a 
month the high court has 
registered a hate crime 
conviction — a legal rari¬ 
ty in Canada. 

Last week, Rehberg’s 
younger brother, Justin, 
was also convicted of in¬ 
citing hatred in connec¬ 
tion with the same 
incident in rural Poplar 
Grove, about 70 kilome¬ 
tres northwest of Halifax. 

Supreme Court Justice 
John Murphy said he ac¬ 
cepted the Crown’s sub¬ 
mission that on Feb. 21, 
just after midnight, 
Nathan Rehberg used a 
lighter to set fire to a 2.5- 
metre wooden cross 
doused with some type of 
accelerant. 

Murphy said testimony 
from Justin Rehberg, 20, 
confirmed Nathan had 
built the cross and later 
dragged it to the nearby 
home of Shayne Howe,

who is black, and 
Michelle Lyon, who is 
white. 

The judge said he also 
accepted the testimony of 
Howe’s 18-year-old step¬ 
daughter, Ashley, who 
told the court she saw the 
flaming cross and heard 
someone yelling racist 
slurs from the darkness.

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Bridge collapse 
catches of f iaals 
by surprise

A bridge over one of two 
main highways in south¬ 
western Nova Scotia col¬ 
lapsed late yesterday 
when powerful floodwa- 
ters caused by days of 
heavy rain broke a sup¬ 
port column. 

No one was believed to 
be on the 20-metre bridge 
over Highway 3 near 
Yarmouth when it fell into 
the Tusket River. 

“It would appear there 
was concrete support in 
the middle of the bridge 
that might have been dis¬ 
placed by the force of the 
water,” said RCMP Sgt. 
Michel Lacroix. 

“The force of the water 
would have pushed the 
bridge off its moorings and

forced it into the water.”

Lacroix said officials 
didn’t expect the bridge 
to let go. 

“There’s another bridge 


in front of the dam that’s 
taking a lot of pressure as 
we speak,” he said. 

“We’re surprised this 
one went first. We didn’t 
expect that at all.” 

The collapse followed a 
four-day deluge of over 200 
millimetres of rain that 
forced about 120 other res¬ 
idents of the area from 
their homes. 

Patty Faith, a spokes¬ 
woman for Nova Scotia 
Power, said workers were 
monitoring the dam and 
earth berms around it. 

“Our crews will stay on 
site and continue to moni¬ 
tor that water level through 
due course until that begins 
to normalize,” Faith said.

o New technology would measure moviegoers’ emotions, 
movements and groupings for market research 


A Canadian security surveil¬ 
lance company is part of a 
project to develop technolo¬ 
gy to watch moviegoers as 
they watch a movie. 

Using a combination of 
2-D and 3-D imaging, the 
technology would be able 
to measure emotions, 
groupings and movement 
to “revolutionize market re¬ 
search” at movie theatres. 

“This tool will feed pow¬ 
erful marketing data (to) 
film directors, cinema ad¬ 
vertisers and cinemas about 
what audiences enjoy and 
what adverts capture the 
most attention,” Dr. Abdul 
Farooq, of the Machine Vi¬ 
sion Laboratory at the Uni¬ 
versity of the West of 
England in Bristol, said in a 
release from UWE.

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Murky problem: Report 


Worth

Canada’s lakes and rivers 
are awash in harmful con¬ 
taminants, but new docu¬ 
ments warn the federal 
government’s murky un¬ 
derstanding of the 
problem is putting the 
countiy at risk. 

Senior bureaucrats 
reached that conclusion 
in a pair of internal 
reports on contaminants 
and excess nutrients in 
freshwater. The officials 
warned Ottawa needs to 
know much more about 
the contaminants before 
it can tell how dangerous 
they are, what happens 
when they mix together, 
or where to focus cleanup 
efforts. 

“There are significant 



gaps in the understanding 
of contaminants in 
groundwater in several ar¬ 
eas, which hinder the ad¬ 
vancement of effective 
risk assessment and man¬ 
agement activities,” says 
one of the reports. 

One report looked at 
contaminants in freshwa¬ 
ter. The other was on ex¬ 
cess nutrients, such as 
phosphorus and nitrogen, 


that cause toxic algae 
blooms. Giant floating 
fields of algae have taken 
over swaths of the Great 
Lakes, Lake Winnipeg and 
many other lakes across 
the countiy in recent 
years. The algae sucks oxy¬ 
gen from the water and 
produces toxins that are 
harmful to fish, humans 
and other living things.

Hollywood’s role 
in the war machine 


Star of Canadian public TV draws 
plenty of Alaska fans carrying 
duct tape. 


O Expert says images we have of combat and camaraderie come from 
movies O History shows alliance between film industry and government

When honouring the fall¬ 
en this Remembrance Day, 
don’t be shocked if gung- 
ho images of a Hollywood 
war movie spring to mind. 

“A lot of the images that 
we have of effective com¬ 
bat or camaraderie estab¬ 
lished during the war ... 
come from the cinema,” 
said University of Toronto 
cinema studies director 
Charlie Keil. 

“There was a direct al¬ 
liance between the film in¬ 
dustry and the 


government.” 

When the Office of War 
Information formed in 
1942, Hollywood coordi¬ 
nated closely with the gov¬ 
ernment department in 
order to keep a struggling 
film industry afloat by 
recording and propagating 
the Second World War. 

As such, rallying movies 
such as Bataan (1943) or 
the Howard Hawlcs-direct- 
ed hit Air Force (1943) pop¬ 
ularized images of heroic 
GIs fighting the good fight. 

“The war wasn’t fought 
on American soil,” ex¬ 
plained Keil. 

“So it was necessaiy to 


really show the Americans 
what they were fighting 
for.” 

Hollywood’s role 

doesn’t end there. Histoiy 
is full of anti-war films like 
All Quiet on the Western 
Front and Apocalypse 
Now. 

But interestingly, these 
“message” movies were 
produced during peace¬ 
time. 

“When it’s clear that it’s 
necessaiy to support the 
war, there are supporting- 
the-forces films,” said Keil. 

“When there’s some dis¬ 
tance from the war, there 
tend to be pacifist films.” 


Which cinematic exam¬ 
ple best tributes the brave 
soldier is debatable, but 
Keil suggests that Jean 
Renoir’s The Grand Illu¬ 
sion (1937) perhaps fitting¬ 
ly captures the complexity 
of memorializing war. 

“It doesn’t engage in 
easy ‘us-versus-them’ di¬ 
chotomies,” said Keil of 
Renoir’s drama about the 
commonality between 
prisoners of war and their 
captors. 

“It’s more about (our) 
frailties and, in a way, we 
decide from our perspec¬ 
tive who the enemy is and 
who the heroes are.”

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Can the unseen injuries 
of soldiers be cured? 

O New doc explores how post-traumatic stress disorder affects war vets 



“I am not so well. I am 
clear off the hooks,” 
wrote a soldier who, dis¬ 
charged from the army as 
unfit to serve, would soon 
turn violent and kill him¬ 
self. The year was 1864 
for this Civil War veteran. 

It would take more 
than a century for post- 
traumatic stress disorder 
(PTSD) to be recognized as 
a medical condition and 
to be acknowledged by 
the U.S. military as a fact 
of life. 

A new HBO documen¬ 
tary, Wartorn: 1861-2010, 
charts this heartbreaking 
story, from the U.S. inva¬ 
sion of Iraq all the way 
back to the Civil War, 
whose veterans, accord¬ 
ing to the film, accounted 
for more than half the pa¬ 
tients in mental institu¬ 
tions of that era. 

James Gandolfini is an 
executive producer of 
Wartorn, which pre¬ 
mieres tomorrow night. 

“We should be aware of 
what’s happening,” said 
Gandolfini. 

“Unless people start 
thinking about it ... it’s 
not going to stop.” 

Explaining his role in 
the film, he took pains to 
describe himself as “cer¬ 
tainly no expert in any of 
this. I just want to ask 
questions and see what 
they say.” 

Among numerous mili¬ 
tary personnel with 


whom he met, he is seen 
in Baghdad talking to Sgt. 
John Wesley Mathews, 
who tells him, “Days up¬ 
on days of living at such a 
high alert level physically 
will burn your candle 
out.” 

At Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center in Wash¬ 
ington, Gandolfini in¬ 
quires how many soldiers 
who served in intense 
combat situations return 
home “completely fine.” 

“Those folks are pretty 
rare,” says Col. Charles C. 


Engel of the Center for 
the Study of Traumatic 
Stress. 

“Nobody is really un¬ 
scathed,” says Col. John 
Bradley, Walter Reed's 
chief of psychiatry. 

Far from unscathed 
was Noah Pierce of 
Gilbert, Minn. His mother 
tells of his torment after 
serving two tours in Iraq. 
He finally sought relief by 
pressing his dog tag 
against his temple and fir¬ 
ing a bullet from his 
handgun through it into 


his skull. 

“The United States 
Army turned my son into 
a killer,” says his mother, 
Cheryl. “They trained him 
to kill to protect others. 
They forgot to untrain 
him.” 

Symptoms of PTSD are 
vividly displayed by 
William R. Fraas Jr., who, 
back home with his fami¬ 
ly in El Paso, Texas, 
speaks of his anger, agita¬ 
tion and guilt after three 
tours in Iraq. 

Even a trip with his 
wife and kids to Wal-Mart 
is more than he can han¬ 
dle. 

“It's getting close,” he 
says, expressing his need 
to flee this big, seemingly 
threatening store. “We 
got people staring at us.” 

Gen. Peter Chiarelli, 
vice chief of staff of the 
U.S. Army, is working to 
change attitudes toward 
PTSD. But he concedes 
that resistance continues 
from within the military. 

“You’re fighting a cul¬ 
ture ... that doesn’t be¬ 
lieve that injuries you 
can’t see can be as serious 
as those injuries you can 
see,” he tells Gandolfini. 

Gandolfini says 

Wartorn won’t change 
the world, but it will 
have an impact. “There 
will be individuals who 
will learn things from it, 
so that’s enough.”

metres northeast of Cal¬ 
gary, Drumheller has 
gone from booming coal 
town in the 1920s to a 
tourist draw that lures 
about 400,000 visitors a 
year to see dinosaur 
bones and hoodoos (the 
rock chimneys left by ero¬ 
sion in the badlands). 

Whether it’s the Royal 
Tyrrell Museum of 
Palaeontology, stunning 
Horseshoe Canyon just a 
few kilometres from 
Drumheller, a town of 
about 6,500, or Fred and 
Barney’s Family Restau¬ 
rant, you are hard pressed 


in Drumheller to avoid 
anything dinosaur. 

Murals of long dead di¬ 
nosaurs adorn the sides of 
many town businesses, 
and there are dozens of 
dinosaur statues, both 
large and small. 

The nearby badlands 
are one of the few areas in 
the world where sedimen¬ 
tary layers from earlier 
geological periods have 
been scraped off by natu¬ 
ral processes, exposing a 
rich deposit of animal and 
plant fossils and even 
complete dinosaur skele¬ 
tons. 


Some 25 species of di¬ 
nosaurs have been discov¬ 
ered since 1884 when 
Joseph Burr Tyrrell, the 
Museum’s namesake, dis¬ 
covered the first Alber¬ 
to saurus skull. 

The Royal Tyrrell, 
which opened in 1985, is 
arguably the tourism cen¬ 
trepiece in the region, 
and is celebrating its 
25th anniversary this 
year. 

It features 10 signature 
galleries devoted to pale¬ 
ontology, with 40 di¬ 
nosaur skeletons and 
more than 130,000 fossil 



specimens and takes up 
11,000 square metres. 

The museum opened 
September 25, 1985 and 
was given “Royal” status 
by the Queen in 1990. 

“People call us the hub 
of tourism in the area,” 
said Leanna Mohan, mar¬ 
keting director for the 
Royal Tyrrell. “I would 
think that there are very 
few places in the world 
where we haven’t had visi¬ 
tors from,” she said.

Little white lies have no 
place on your resume, al¬ 
though a new poll shows 
some people are no 
strangers to stretching the 
truth. 

A recent ADP 
BaclcCheclc poll has found 
that one-in-three people 
report knowing someone 
who has lied on their re¬ 
sume, and three-out-of-five 
people polled have gotten 
a job without having their 
references checked. 

The poll results suggest 
resume fibbing is certainly 
not as rare an occurrence 
as employers might hope. 
It also shows that more 
employers need to be vigi¬ 
lant about confirming de¬ 
tails of a potential hire’s 
background or else suffer 
possible consequences. 

“Employers think pre¬ 
employment screening 
takes a lot of time but it 
doesn’t have to. The cost of 
a bad hire in Canada is 
generally one-to-three 
times their annual salaiy, 
so it can be really costly to 
an employer,” said Mark 
Kohler, a director at ADP 
Canada. 

Lying about previous 
pay or compensation led 
the way of lies, with 27 per 
cent of people saying they 
thought it was OK to do on 
a resume. Nineteen per 
cent of people said they 
felt it was OK to lie about 
previous responsibilities at 
former jobs while 17 per 
cent of respondents felt it 
was acceptable to lie about 
specific skills they may not 
actually have. Twelve per 
cent of people polled even 


suggested lying about edu¬ 
cation or credentials was 
fine as well. 

“People want to put 
themselves in a better 
light and many believe 
that stretching the truth 
won’t do any harm — but 
it often will,” Kohler said. 

Besides getting fired or 
demoted once you’re dis¬ 
covered, your fibbing 


could make it harder to get 
a job in the same industry 
if your previous employer 
spreads the word about 
you to other employers.

If you’re even slightly 
tempted to lie or misrepre¬ 
sent details on your re¬ 
sume, don’t. Instead, focus 
on highlighting the value 


of the skills you do have 
and why they make you a 
great hire. Doing so will 
not only prevent awkward 
workplace situations but 
also lead to a far more pos¬ 
itive attitude and sense of 
confidence in yourself. 

“My advice would be to 
take an inventoiy of your 
skills and accomplish¬ 
ments,” Kohler said. 


RESUME QUICK TIPS 

What 
not to do 

Things to avoid when 
crafting your resume: 

1) Don’t exaggerate 

your abilities in a lan¬ 
guage. If you can’t 
write a page-long doc¬ 
ument in Spanish, you 
are not “fluent” in 
Spanish. On the other 
hand if you can gener¬ 
ally hold an effective 
conversation with a 
Spanish-speaker you 
likely have “conversa¬ 
tional” abilities in 
Spanish. Make sure 
you state your appro¬ 
priate level of ability. 

2) Don’t stretch 
dates for jobs you had 
or lie about what posi¬ 
tions you held. A sim¬ 
ple call to a previous 
employer will expose 
you instantly and no 
matter how 
inconsequential the 
details, you’ll look un¬ 
trustworthy. 

3) Don’t lie about 
skills and credentials. 
You will eventually get 
caught, and in some 
jobs not having a vital 
skill can even be 
dangerous. 

4) Fight the urge to 
over-state your previ¬ 
ous salaiy. Serious em¬ 
ployers could ask you 
to back up your claims 
with pay stubs or tax 
returns and you’ll look 
foolish when the num¬ 
bers don’t match.

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LOOSE LIPS CAN SINK AN EMPLOYER’S CASE 



A s a recent 
case 

illustrates, 
advice often 
given in the 
schoolyard al¬ 
so applies in the 
workplace. 

In 1988, Jackie 
Dawydiuk commenced 
employment as a clerk 
with the Insurance Corpo¬ 
ration of British 
Columbia. She was a 
model employee. With 
her strong work ethic, she 
worked her way up the 
corporate ladder. 

In 2003, Dawydiuk left 
work weeks before she 
was scheduled to start a 


new senior management 
position. During her ab¬ 
sence, her supervisor of 
only one month, Richard 
Rees, advised her that her 
new position had been 
eliminated and that, 
instead, ICBC was offering 
her a position as regional 
manager. Dawydiuk did 
not respond to Rees’ offer 
in a timely manner and 
was fired. She later sued 
ICBC for wrongful 
dismissal. 

During the course of 
the lawsuit, a human 
resources report prepared 
by Rees describing the cir¬ 
cumstances of Dawydiuk’s 
termination surfaced. 


The report, which was 
circulated to members of 
ICBC’s HR team, 
Dawydiuk’s superiors and 
another ICBC employee, 
indicated that her 
performance was inade¬ 
quate, that she was not 
re-hireable, and that her 
rating was unsatisfactory. 
The report quickly 
became the focus of 
Dawydiuk’s lawsuit. 

At trial, the court 
found Rees’ report “mis¬ 
leading” and stated that 
it reflected “a lack of de¬ 
cency and fairness on 
ICBC’s part towards its 
former employee.” ICBC 
argued that even if Rees 


was careless in forming 
his belief about 
Dawydiuk, it reflected his 
honest belief and he had 
duty to communicate it 
to the recipients. The 
court agreed with ICBC. 
However, it found that 
Rees was offside for hav¬ 
ing circulated the report 
to the other ICBC 
employee. Consequently, 
ICBC was held responsi¬ 
ble for the damage to 
Dawydiuk’s reputation. 

Courts are becoming 
increasingly sensitive to 
claims for defamation 
based on statements that 
lead to a loss of 
reputation at work. 


Since both employees 
and employers can be 
held responsible for their 
loose lips, they should 
carefully consider 
making statements, writ¬ 
ten or oral, that can be 


viewed as untrue or mis¬ 
leading. Without a legal, 
social or moral 
requirement to make or 
publish personal 
comments, sometimes 
it’s just safest to refrain.

But you're an ambitious 
writer now. Did this 
experience help you find 
that? 

I spent most of (my 20s) 
drifting around in jobs 
with no real plan. I bot¬ 
tomed out on that, and 
somehow writing present¬ 
ed itself. Now I’ve thrown 
myself into that with the 
energy I once threw into 
sitting on the couch for a

The Halifax Mooseheads’ 
problems this past Satur¬ 
day go a lot deeper than 
goaltender Mathieu Cor¬ 
beil, according to head 
coach Bobby Smith.

Of late, clubs in both 
conferences have had 
headaches tiying to stop 
Vancouver’s balanced at¬ 
tack, which is led by a 
league-best power play that 
has scored on 29.4 per cent 
of its chances. 

Forward Ryan Kesler said 
a key to their power play 
success was the addition of 
assistant coach Newell 
Brown, whose speciality is 
play with the man advan¬ 
tage. 

“We’re taking a lot of 
pride in it,” said Kesler. 


“We’re going into the dirty 
areas to score, we’re getting 
those second and third op¬ 
portunities. 

“I think the unit with 
me, Hank and Danny 
(Sedin) is starting to jell and 
find a groove where we’re 
having success. And it defi¬ 
nitely helps when you have 
the Art Ross and Hart Tro¬ 
phy winner on your team.” 

That would be Henrik 
Sedin, who along with twin 
brother Daniel leads the 
team in scoring. Henrik re¬ 
turned the compliment to 
Kesler, who plants himself 
in front of the opposition 
net. 

“We’re reading off each 
other better now than earli¬ 
er on,” said Sedin. “It’s good 
having him there. 

“He’s a guy who wants 
the puck and me and Dan¬ 
ny want to puck as well. He 
does a great job in front. He 
screens the goalie really 
well and he opens up and 
gets his shots when he 
needs to, so it’s getting a lot 
better.” the Canadian press

Prepare to be startled. And 
prepare to forget about the 
previous-generation Kia 
Magentis that was about as 
anonymous as a sedan 
could be. 

As with the recently re¬ 
leased Sorento and 
Sportage wagons, plus 
2010’s Forte Koup coupe 
and boxy Soul, the new Op¬ 
tima (the Magentis adopts 
the U.S. name) is a visual 
shot to the solar plexus, 
but not in any outrageous 
way. Kia has simply elevat¬ 
ed the styling to a new 
artistic high from which 
the competition could 
learn a thing or three. 

Kia uses the latest 
Hyundai Sonata platform 
(Kia is part of the Hyundai 
family) as its starting 
point and then adds its 


own special sheetmetal to 
make the Optima just 
about the sleekest sedan 
on the road. 

The spit and polish ex¬ 
tends to the passenger 
compartment with an at¬ 
tractive display panel that’s 
angled toward the driver, 
but not so much as to de¬ 
prive anyone seated in the 
shotgun position from ac¬ 
cess to the communica¬ 
tions and audio controls. 

The Optima’s larger in¬ 


terior — in part created by 
a 7.5-centimetre gain in 
distance between the front 
and rear wheels — helps 
provide greater rear-seat 
space. Wider doors also 
make for easier back-seat 
entry and exit. 

Also increased are the 
outputs of the base and op¬ 
tional powerplants, which 
mirror those of the Sonata. 
The starting point is a 2.4- 
litre four-cylinder that pro¬ 
vides 200 horsepower and 


186 pound-feet of torque. 
That’s a gain of 25 horse¬ 
power and 17 pound-feet 
over the outgoing engine 
of equal displacement. 

Later in the model year, 
you’ll be able to order your 
Optima with a fuel-saving 
gasoline-electric hybrid sys¬ 
tem that matches a 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder with a 30-kilo- 
watt electric motor to 
make 209 net horsepower. 

Options include a 
panoramic sunroof, navi¬ 
gation system with backup 
camera plus heated and 
cooled front seats. 

The Optima arrives later 
this year with an estimat¬ 
ed $22,000 base price, al¬ 
though a low price point is 
no longer the predomi¬ 
nant reason to look at this 
Korean brand. Quite the 
opposite. Love the style 
and be surprised at how 
little it will cost you to get 
behind the wheel.

E veiy time I feel the 
need to discuss grip, 
I talk to Pierre 
Savoy, chief instruc¬ 
tor of the BMW Canada 
Winter Driving School. 

Pierre knows grip like 
Sponge Bob knows Crabby 
Patties. 

Pierre’s focus at this 
time of year, just before or 
during our first dumps of 
snow, is that people under¬ 
stand the limitations of 
their fancy, schmancy all¬ 
wheel-drive (AWD) and/or 
4x4 systems. 

“If the weather is bad — 
snow, sleet, ice — the 
AWD system will excel at 
putting that power down, 
because it does that with 
four wheels rather than 


two,” he says. 

“But this is where the 
problem starts. Since the 
system is so proficient at 
putting down power, the 
driver immediately gets a 
false sense of the real 
amount of grip that’s 
available for braking or 
steering.” 

This is why the first vehi¬ 
cle you see in a ditch on 
that first snowy day of the 
season is usually some kind 
of 4x4 or AWD vehicle. 

Accelerating over snow 
in a straight line makes 
them feel like Superman, 
but when it comes time to 
brake or steer they’re back 
to being regular Joes. 

Another way of appreci¬ 
ating this split personality 


of an AWD/4x4 system is to 
remember that it will only 
do its thing when “under 
power” — basically any 
time you touch the gas 
pedal (as you send power 
to all four wheels instead 
of two). 

Any other time, like 
when you’re entering a 


corner and moving 
through the corner to the 
point where you can accel¬ 
erate, your vehicle’s trac¬ 
tion is limited, like every 
one else on the road, to 
what your tires can pro¬ 
vide for that surface. 

Or as Pierre explains: “If 
you are at the tire’s physi¬ 


cal limit of grip, it doesn’t 
matter whether you have 
any of these (AWD or 4x4) 
systems or not. There is no 
way they can generate any 
more of something that no 
longer exists — grip.” 

He adds that the best 
technical feature that can 
help either a 2WD or 4WD 


vehicle get around a corner 
safely, especially when a 
vehicle approaches the 
physical limit of available 
grip, is weight distribution. 
The closer the vehicle is to 
a 50/50 front/baclc weight 
distribution, the better it 
will corner, and the more 
predictable it will be while 
cornering. 

Some of the more mod¬ 
ern AWD systems, which 
can move torque between 
the inside and outside tires 
when in a corner, can help 
stabilize a vehicle in a cor¬ 
ner, but again, acceleration 
needs to be present. 

Stability control systems 
also help stabilize vehicles 
in a corner, but like AWD 
systems, they are reac- 
tionaiy — they kick in only 
when you’ve already ex¬ 
ceeded your allotted 
amount of grip. 

They kick in faster than 
you can blink — no ques¬ 
tion they are amazing and 
work as advertised. 

But relying on them to 
tell you how fast to go 
through a corner is like us¬ 
ing a smoke detector to 
tell you when the lasagna 
is done.
